Applicant elects to prosecute the claims in group 1 , species A, subspecies A1 , and 
additional subspecies A1a. Claims 1 , 2, 3, 5, 9, 13, 14 and 19 are readable on the elected 
species/subspecies. This election is made with traverse. 

It is respectfully submitted that searching to identify the enveloping closure system 



would logically encompass all different manners of connecting the wall parts. Thus, the 



claims directed to subspecies A1a through A1e should be encompassed by the same 
search. It is respectfully submitted that it would not impose undue burden upon the 
Examiner to keep all of these subspecies in the elected group of claims. 

Reconsideration of the restriction requirement and a favorable action on the merits 
are requested. 
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
